The origin of many words in the En¬ 
glish language, is sometimes of a very 
peculiar nature; and, in many instances, 
arises from circumstances in the annals of 
the past, which are handed down through 
each succeeding generation and are read, 
by all lovers of history, with great inter¬ 
est. 

Among these many words, is the word 
assassin ; whose origin and history, per¬ 
haps, will be interesting to some. The 
circumstances relating to its origin hap¬ 
pened in the time of Richard I, King of 
England and Duke of Normandy* A. D. 
1191. King Richard was engaged in the 
war of the crusades, to regain the city of 
Jerusalem and the holy sepulcher which, 
according to the ideas of those days, was 
in that city. It was at that time in the 
hands of the Saracens; and Richard, as the 
champion of Christianity-, was attempting 
to compel Saladin, the leader of the Mo¬ 
hammedans, to retire from the holy land; 
and to re-instate the true king of J erusa¬ 
lem upon the throne. But in order to 
explain who the rightful king of Jerusa¬ 
lem was, it is necessary to go back one 
hundred years, to the time when Godfrey 
of Bouillon, at the head of a large army, 
went from Europe and took possession or 
Jerusalem. When Godfrey entered Je-i 
rusalera, he was immediately crowned 
king of that city. After his death, the 
fierce Turkish Mohammedans again took 
J erusalem. But the title of king remain¬ 
ed in the family and among the descend¬ 
ants of Godfrey, and finally,after a period 
of time, descended to a princess named 
Sibylla. /This princess had married Guy 
of Lusignan ; who received the title of 
king through his wife. At the death of 
Sibylla, a new party arose, and contended 
that Guy no longer held the title of king, 
as his wife was dead ; but by right, it 
belonged to Isabella, the sister of Sibylla. 
It seems that Isabella was married to a 
man too timid to assert his claims. 
About this time, Conrad, of Montferat, 
a daring,unprincipled knight, seized Isa¬ 
bella and carried her away. After ob¬ 
taining a divorce from her former hus¬ 
band, be married her. Thiff was the state 
of affairs upon the arrival of Richard. 
After taking the city of Acre from Sala¬ 
din, ho advanced towards Jerusalem. It 
may be well to explain that a portion of 
Richard’s troops were English and an¬ 
other portion were French. Hence dis¬ 
sensions arose, petty leaders waged a 
war of words against each other, and 
vied to see which should obtain the greaf^] 
est iMikoits. This was a source oi greut 
embarrassment to Richard. As Ooi irad’s 
adherents were French, and a* the greater 
portion of Richards army were also 
French, he decided in favor of Conrad,

BOOK, New York City. 


April 1st, sixty-nine buildings were 
burned and seven lives lost at Millers- 
town, Butler County, Penn. 

The spring term of the College of i ine 
Arts, Syracuse University, commenced 
on the 6th of April. 

The Tuvoli knitting, mills, at Cohoes, 
were burnt Thursday. Loss, 8200,000. 
One thousand employes are thrown out 

of work. 

On Thursday the City Council of 
Philadelphia passed the bill appropriating 
11,000,000 for the centennial. 

Many Roman Catholics have been de¬ 
terred from joining Granges on account 
of a canon of their Church which for¬ 
bids connection with secret societies. A 
Catholic member of the Minnesota Leg¬ 
islature recently applied to Bishop Grace 
for leave to enter the order, and the 
Bishop referred the question to the Pope, 
who replied that the petitioner might join 
if he found nothing therein conflicting 
with his conscience or creed. 

On Thrusday the State Senate passed 
the bill for the election of the Superin¬ 
tendent o r Public Instruction by the 
Board of Regents. 

The total debt of the citv of New 
York is $100,241,705.99; the total 
county debt, $31,627,865.23. 

The report of the treasurer of the New 
York State Inebriate Asylum at Bing¬ 
hamton shows the expenses of the asy¬ 
lum for the last year were $45,509.17. 
For this sum 324 patients hare been 
treated during the year 1873; 243 were 
admitted, and 24 dismissed. The num¬ 
ber in the asylum at the close of the 
year 81. A little more than half the pa¬ 
tients who were admitted, were married, 
about a fourth had a collegiate education, 
and a third had enjoyed an academic 
training,seven-eighths used tobacco,and a 
small fraction, one in twelve, used opium. 

The condition of the starving inhabi¬ 
tants of India is said to be improving, 
spring crops, except in one district, hav¬ 
ing yielded well. 

The Mississippi Legislature has passed 
a bill appropriating $1,000 for a monu¬ 
ment to James Lynch, colored, late Sec¬ 
retary of State. 

The temperance crusade was begun in 
Buffalo, on Saturday. 

The annual meeting of friends of the 
American Tract Society was held in 
Washington, Sunday. The receipts of 
the year were $566,629 ; expenditures, 
$564,710; donations and legacies, 
$116,873. 

On Saturday, the Commissioners of 
Charities and Corrections, of New York, 
tabled a motion to remove Tweed from 
a room in Blackwell's Island prison, 
which he has fitted up luxuriously. 

The Connecticut election, on Monday, 
insulted in the re-election of Ingersoll, 
democrat, fop Governor, both houses of 
the Legislature are also democratic. 

The Montclair railroad was sold Satur¬ 
day, to Mr. Wm. C. Guest, a Wall street 
broker, for $6,250, subject to mortgages 
of $3,000,000. Another statement makes 
the price $16,0000, and the mortgages 
So,000,000. 

Fire to eight inches of snow fell dur- 
iiig Sunday night at Concord and other 
, points in New Hampshire. Six inches 
of snow fell during the night at Bruns¬ 
wick, Maine. 

In the Sanborn investigation before 
the ways and means committee, Monday, 
dohn D. Sanford testified that Secretary 
iimhardson signed the contracts with a 
full knowledge of what they contained, 
he having had several interviews with 
hi in in regard to the matter. Also that 
the list of railroads in default which he 
had furnished the department, was copied 
O om Appleton’s Guide Book, on the ad¬ 
vice of an officer of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment. 

In the Senate on Monday, the bill of 
Mr. Merrimon, fixing the maximum 
amount of United States notes at $400,- 
<>00,000, and providing for an inorease of 
£ 4 6,000,000 in addition thereto, was 
substituted for the bill of the finance 
committee, and amended so as to require 
national banks to keep one-fqurth of the, 
o >in received by them as interest on bonds 
deposited with the United States, as part 
of their reserve, and that only one-fourth 
of their reserve shall be deposited with 
hanks in cities of redemption, upon 
which no interest shall be paid. The 
bill was then passed, 29 to 24. 

Colorado, which had not a mile of rail- 
n>ad less than five years ago,‘has now ten 
lines, having a total length of 668 miles. 

The Senate, Tuesday, confirmed the 
nomination of Wm. J. Wallace, to be 
j udge of the District Court of the northern 
district of New York. 

Senator Bontwell’s illness, according 
to the Boston Gazette, causes serious 
anxiety to his friends. The trouble is 
mainly with his head, which is in such j 
a condition as to render reading or writ¬ 
ing to any extent impossible. 

The Brooklyn Presbytery, Monday 
night, re-affirmed the previous vote con¬ 
demning Dr. Cuyler’s church for allow¬ 
ing Sarah Smiley to preach in its pulpit. 

Governor Dix on Tuesday, sent "an 
earnest message to the Legislaturaagainst 
the proposed inflation of currency ancf 
calling upon the Legislature for the pas¬ 
sage of a memorial to Congress which 
shall convey the tfficial protest of New 
York against the scheme.

no further it might perhaps have been 
overlooked j but having removed the 
head of the household, they had not the 
heart to leave the other members of the 
establishment desolate, and felt constrain¬ 
ed to kill them also. They therefore put 
an end to the wife, mother, four children 
and man-servant of the deceased gentle¬ 
man. One of the children was an infant 
in its cradle, and another was a mere baby 
in its mother’s arms. The bothers, how¬ 
ever, evidently regretted the stern ne¬ 
cessity which led them to take this deci¬ 
sive step for bettering their position, and 
after their evening’s work was concluded 
retreated to the mountains, hoping by 
change of scene to obliterate the impres¬ 
sion produced by the disagreeable scene 
they had witnessed. They were, how¬ 
ever, followed by the authorities, and 
captured fifteen days later. Their trial 
lasted three months, during which time 
one made his escape ; but being recog¬ 
nized at the gates of Erzeroum, was shot 
by some zapiehs. Another of the brothers 
was excused the punishment of death on 
account of deafness. The two remaining 
brothers were executed the other clay at 
Erzeroum, and, with the exception of the 
deaf brother, the whole of this interest¬ 
ing family has been annihilated.

cxn Asylum, Hartford, Edward C. Stone, 
M. A., Principal. This Asylum, the 
mother in this country of all deaf-mute 
institutions, stands out like a great oak 
in bold relief against all others, not be¬ 
cause of any superiority of educational 
advantages over that of the New Yoi*k 
Institution, but because, like the old giant 
oak of the forest, it lias stood defiantly 
against the storms of prejudice and oppo¬ 
sition with which it had to combat in 
the days of its infancy. But, thanks to 
the founders of the primitive institution, 
it had noble souled men, such as Thomas 
H. Gallaudet and Laurent Clerc, to ini¬ 
tiate in this country a system for the 
education of deaf mutes. The consequence 
is that the American Asylum has pro¬ 
gressed onward from year to year, over¬ 
coming popular prejudices and paving the 
way for other deaf-mute institutions, un¬ 
til but a few more years shall elapse be¬ 
fore every state in the Union shall pos¬ 
sess ample facilities for the education of 
deaf-mutes. And the time will soon come 
when the deaf, like other citizens, may 
all have an education if they will. 

The report of the directors states that 
“during the past year a large expendi¬ 
ture has been incurred upon the asylum 
buildings. Extensive genoral repairs 
have been made, but the chief item is 
the erection of a large brick addition to 
the west wing. This building contains 
bath-rooms and wash-rooms, store-rooms 
and three school-rooms, besides furnishing 
an additional exit from the large dormi¬ 
tory in the main building. These ac¬ 
commodations have added greatly teethe i 
cpmfort and convenience of the pupils 
and have proved satisfactory in all fir- j

There are quite a number of deaf- 
mutes residing in this city and vicinity. 
Many of them are graduates of the Flint 
Institution for the deaf and dumb. They 
are cut off from any participation in the 
ordinary religious services in the city, a 
deprivation deeply felt by many of them. 
In order to remove this, arrangements 
were made to hold a service in their sign 
language. Mr. A. W. Mann, a teacher 
in the Flint Institute, licensed by Bish¬ 
op McCoskry to officiate in the sign-lan¬ 
guage, was written to, and he consented 
to come and hold a service. Sunday 
afternoon at three o’clock, mutes and 
their families to the number of thirty, 
assembled at St. Paul’s Church. Some 
of the regular attendants of the church 
were present, but took no audible part 
in the sex*vice, although they could know 
what was being said by scanning their 
prayer books. Mr. Mann officiated easily 
and with actual grace. The service, 
with some few omissions, was followed 
closely, apd some of the mutes joined in 
the responses. The mutes then gave close 
attention to an able address founded up¬ 
on Luke 21:34. The mutes then dis¬ 
persed, commenting on the address as 
they went. They were evidently pleased 
at the opportunity, and many came some 
distance—four from Adrian—for the 
purpose of attending. Mr. Mann was 
obliged to return to Flint on Sunday 
night, but held # a short service at the 
house of Mr. Marcus Kerr before his de¬ 
parture. There is some prospect of the 
mutes getting together hereafter, to be 
addressed by sojpe pne of their number. 
Mr.'Mann thought it quite likely that 
he would be able to return during the 
summer, accompanied by a clergyman of 
the church qualified to officiate to the 
satisfaction of these unfortunates.— Jack- 
son (Mich.)

The true Eng¬ 
lish pronunciation of this word is deef\ 
as appears from tho poetry of Chaucer, 
who uniformly makes it rhyme with leaf \ 
and this proof is confirmed by poetry in 
the works of Sir W. Temple. Such 
was the pronunciation which our ances¬ 
tor? brought from England. The word 
is in analogy withl&qf, sheaf and the long 
sound of the vowels naturally precedes 
the semi-vowel /. JJef from the Danish 
and Swedish pronunciation, is an anoma¬
